1. No large-scale assembly of flatears and heavy~duty cars tool: place in the Malle, 
Hagdebury:, or Orfurt railroad districts up to the end of December 1950, However, 
the Sovict Control Conmission has ordcred that nearly all heavy-duty flatears 
in the Zone be kept ready for employwent without concentrating them at particular 
points. Since December newly-manufactured 90-ton flatcars have been dispatched to 
the cast. 


2. eserve locomotives for loconotive columns are still boing ‘ept cold at Ruednitz ’ 
Seeskow, Ducherow, and Strausbers/Uckeraar:. The loconotive colums at Frank 
furt/Oder and at Cottbus have not been alerted. 


3. No westebound military rail shinents were observed in Kuestrin-leustadt during 
the period frou 15 to 25 December. 


4. A total of 190 empty flatears weve dispatched from Franturt/Oder to Greifswald 
on 2 and 3 January 1951.
